Dear Mr. Newman: 


Your letter of September 30 has been received and we are pleased to 
have this confirmation of your willingness to cooperate in the historical 
talk and exhibition on American money. 


In regard to the date of the talk we already have sent general 
announcements of the October programs to the newspapers and to a number of 
other places, and would prefer not to change it for that reason. On the 
other hand, the exhibition has not been announced. Accordingly, we suggest 
that you plan to give the talk on the 3lst, provided it does not hinder 
your vacation plans in any way, and illustrate it with a series of speci- 
mens that can be shown during and immediately after your lecture. We can 
arrange such display space as you need for that on short notice. Then the 
exhibition itself can be laid out and installed as a sequel to the talk. 
During the first week of November, for example, we might prepare the necessary 
labels, and the installation could be made under your supervision on the 
following Saturday. This arrangement might ease the pressure on you and 
might also permit you to work the specimens more closely into your talk. 

It certainly would permit us to make fuller preparations for the exhibition. 
_ We hope this plan will suit your convenience. 


Our Sunday afternoon talks usually last about forty-five minutes. As 
you know, the hour is 3:00, and we have made it a practice to begin each 
talk promptly so there is little tendency to straggle in. 


For the exhibition there will be available two table cases, each about 
23" x 47", giving fifteen square feet of horizontal space; two A-cases, pro- 
viding four glass covered sloping panels each 224" x 59", or a total of 
about thirty-six square feet that function in the same manner as horizontal 
space; one wall case 116" x 22" and one 128" x 28" giving together forty-two 
square feet of vertical space. Additional horizontal space is provided by the 
g of the two wall cases if needed. The money exhibition can occupy as 


much or as little of this space as is desired. 


We are grateful for your assistance in this matter as in previous 
ones, and we are looking forward to the talk and the exhibition. On the 
other hand, we are anxious not to cause you inconvenience in addition to 
the work which we know goes into the preparation of your material.
